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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claim 8, feature DC 
transformer must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 and 9 - 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fields (U. S. Patent 5,989,052). 

4. Regarding claims 1-7, 9-21, Fields, see figure 4, discloses a connection system 
comprising: a device, a cable assembly having a cable and a cable connector disposed 
at an end of the cable, the cable connector being configured to connect to the device 
and a retaining clip configured to secure the cable connector to the device when the 
cable connector connects to the device retaining clip including: a main body 300 
defining a cavity and a central axis which extends through the cavity, the main body 
being configured to the receive and hold cable connector and a set of latching arms 328 
attached to the main body. Fields discloses the claimed invention except for each 
latching arm extending in a direction substantially parallel to the central axis and being 
configured to latch the main body to the device when the main body received and holds 
the cable connector and when the cable connector connect to the device. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
form each latching arm extending in a direction substantially parallel to the central axis 
band being configured to latch the main body to the device, since this would be only a 
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minor change in shape producing no specific new result and also it has been held that 
the provision of adjustability where needed, involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Stevens, 101 USPQ 284 (CCPA 1954). 

5. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fields (U. 

5. Patent 5,989,052) in view of Admitted Prior Art (APA). 

6. Regarding claim 8, Fields discloses the claimed invention except for the cable 
assembly further includes a DC transformer connected to the cable. APA discloses DC 
transformer connected to the cable. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Fields to provide 
the DC transformer connected to the cable as taught by APA to provide design type of 
power system.
